Mr. Lenroot denied the oft repeated 


charge that the Esch-Cummings rail- 
road bill guarantees a profit of sis 
per cent on $8,000,000 worth of water- 
ed railroad stock and said that the 
law, as it now stands, does not con- 
tain a guarantee of any kind. He also 
denied that the law prevented rail- 
road strikes and challenged his op- 
ponents to prove that he is wrong. 


AVith reference to the guarantee, he 


explained that the law provides that 
railroads which are "honestly and ef- 
ficiently managed." may make a pro- 
fit of not exceeding six per cent on 
their actual valuation and that anv 
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in excess of that six pe 


shall be divided equally between the 
railroads and 
the 
government. If 


any railroad fails to make this six per 
cent profit it will not receive a single 
cent from the government because the 


law does not provide for that. The 
only guarantee, in the law was that 
the railroads were to receive, until 
September-1. 1920, not less than they 
had been receiving under government 
control. 
This provisions was insert- 


ed, the senator said, because it was 
felt the railroads were entitled to that 
return to enable them to put their 
systems in shape for use. That guar- 
antee expired last September 1 and is 
no longer effective. 


He said that if the 
railroads 
had 


been returned to their owners without 
enactment of the Esch-Cummmgs bill 
they would have been in a position to 
demand, under the old law, increases 
in freight and passenger charges fifty 
per cent greater than those authorized 
under the law now in existence. 


There is not a line in the law as it 


now stands which prevents railroad 
employes from going on a strike, Mr. 
Lenroot said. The law provides for 
an adjustment board which has con- 
trol of wages and working conditions

Q. What else does the League engage in, and 


protect with the strong arm of the Socialist State? 


A. They operate a chain of stores that gets pre- 


ferred credit from the State Bank. They operate ele- 
vators and mills, stockyards and packing houses, or in- 
tend to, with preferred credit at the State Bank. Ail 
of the laws establishing state commissions are writ- 
ten so as to rest the authority and power of appoint- 
ment and discharge in the hands of the Governor. 
Most of the laws provide not only that the Governor 
can appoint but may also discharge an official at will 
and without stating the cause. Outside of the Rus- 
sian Soviet Federation, there probably is no better ex- 
ample of an autocratic machine than that afforded by 
the League Soviet state of North Dakota. 


Q. Does the League carry out generally speak- 


ing the European Socialistic scheme in the govern- 
ment of the state of North Dakota? 


A. First, the 
Socialists 
are in 
complete 


plete control of the League and of the administration 
of the state government. The inner League circle is 
composed of about 50 leading Socialists. Most of these 
Socialists have expressed themselves favorably to- 
ward the Russian Bolshevist Socialist Soviet Federa- 
tion. The general policy pf the League seems abso- 
lutely consistent with the policy adopted by Lenine in 
Russia, so far as it is safe for them to go in this coun- 
try. President Townley of the League testifying be- 
fore the Senate Committee on a subject, said: 


"The League appears to be working along the 


same line as they are working in Russia." 


In the Minnesota trial of Townley for disloyalty, 


much evidence was very dexterously withheld by 
his attorneys. 
This suppressed testimony would 


have proven that the League resorts to the SA- 
BOTAGE SYSTEM of destroying human character, 
and mutilating the finer instincts, and sentiments of 
the humajn heart and mind, just as the I. W. W. burn 
up wheat stacks, throw wrenches into machinery, p'ut 
poison in food, blow up newspaper offices and facto- 
ries, with hundreds of men and women killed and man- 
gled. 


Q. How docs the League of North Dakota handle 


the question of the press? 


A. Oh, yes. THEY STAND FOR FREE SPEECH 


AND A FREE PRESS. Then handle this problem just 
as they do the banking problem. The League stands 
for free press, just as the skunk stands for free chick- 
ens. If you disagree with the League, in your speech, 
or if you write in disagreement with the League, the 
League Press of North Dakota, Wisconsin and Mon- 
tana will proceed to destroy you, root and branch, 
through the agency of their much vaunted press bu- 
reau. There is no such thing as free press or 
free, 
speech 
under 
the 
League 
plan. 
The 


League OWNS AT LEAST 100 NEWSPAPERS IN. 
CLUDING DAILY PAPERS IN EACH STATE AND 
IN WISCONSIN THIS BOLSHEVIST MENACE 
NOW OWNS MORE THAN A DOZEN NEWSPA- 
PERS. This press is used to libel, terrorize and force 
the League program through. No country outside of 
Bolshevist Russia has anything like it. 


Q. Docs the.League and its state officials in 


North Dakota enter the r^alm of the Christian church 
through 
the administration of the state and the 


schools? 
' 
• 


A. Evidence affirms the fact that they do. The 


leaders of the League are proven or confessed Social- 
ists. Most of them are on record as atheists and so 
far as they are able, are spreading the gospel of hate 
and distrust against Jesus Christ and religion founded 
upon His Divine truth. While doing this they break 
down the idea of the family as being the pattern of the 
state, they know that they must destroy the moral fi- 


ber that grows strong in the Christian home before the 
Socialistic or Soviet state can be permanently ushered 
in. They first attack home ownership, through the 
tax system. Logically followed down, the Single Tax 
idea prevents church organizations from ownng land 
so that in effect, by and by Jesus Christ himself can- 
not own a piece of land upon which to build a temple, 
but must become a tenant at will and pay rent to the 
state. This is true of the ALL-RUSSIAN-SOVIET- 
FEDERATION- constitution, where ministers of the 
gospel are denied the right of the ballot. Under the 
Lenine-Trotsky regime, ministers of God get short 
shrift. 


Q. State further the method of the League in spreading 


atheistic;)! and immoral teachings through the agency of pub- 
lic functions? 


A. Evidence is plentiful showing- how they do it. Chap- 


ter 13 of Attorney General Langer's Book on Free Love and 
the Schools-of North Dakota, shows their plan completely. 
In all of this Jerry D. Bacon of Grand Forks, North Dakota, 
has done excellent work through his pamphlets showing- in de- 
tail just how this under-handed Bolshevist filth is put in the 
minds o the childlishly ignorant farmer and the school chil- 
dren. In a very sly covert way they circulate literature 
through the travelling state and school libraries. Mr. Burt- 
ness, a legislator, ruthlessly exposed this develish work. The 
people of North Dakota appreciated his work so much that 
they sent him to congress in the place of the Leaguer who had 
held office for three terms. 


Q. Please state what books are circulated and the sub- 


jects with which they deal? 


A. One is Upton Sinclair's "Profits of-Religion." It is 


shown how a Catholic can emancipate himself from "The 
Priestly Lie." 
The vbook declares all religion to be "A 


MIGHTY FORTRESS OF GRAFT." The book tells its read- 
ers how to act in order to finally emancipate themselves from 
the thralldom of the Christian religion. One Chapter on the 
Catholic church headed "SALVA REGINA" is one of the 
most offensive pieces of sacrilege in the literature of any na- 
tion. Another Chapter treats of the Lutheran religion. Page 
105 of the book states that the Lutheran church has grown 
to be "A TREASON TO HUMANITY, THAT IT IS THE 
STATE CHUECH OF PRUSSIA, AND THAT BD3LE WOR- 
SHIP AND DEVIL TERROR AS PRACTICED BY LUTHER 
HAS PLAYED THEIR PART IN BUILDING UP THE 
JUNKER'S DREAM. Then there is another onslaught which 
embraces 
churches 
treated 
under a chapter entitled 


"GROTESQUENESS OF RELIGION." 
Sinclair is a High 


Priest of Socialist-Sovietism. His book thus circulated is in 
itself one of the most offensive insults to Christianity that has 
ever been printed in any language, and all of this is circulated 
through the minds of the people and children of North Da- 
kota. This is only a sample of the character of the book cir- 


• culated through their libraries. How is the family ideal 
broken down? One of the books passing through these 
libraries is by the author, Ellen Keyes. It stands in the 
library along side of Kautsky's Ethics. It teaches a morality 
exactly opposed to American standards. We quote a few of 
the rules laid down in this book: 


"THE ETHICAL CONCEPTION THAT MAKES THE 


RIGHT OF PARENTHOOD DEPENDENT UPON THE PRES- 
ENT FIXED FORMS OF MARRIAGE MUST FALL. A NA- 
TION IN WHICH MARRIAGES ARE CONTRACTED ONLY 
FROM DEEP PERSONAL LOVE IS AT A GREAT DISAD- 
VANTAGE AS AGAINST OTHER NATIONS AND MUST 
DISAPPEAR. WHEN TWO UNMARRD3D PERSONS GIVE 
LIFE TO A CHILD, NATURE OFTEN REWARDS PASSION 
BY ENDOWING THE CHILD WITH SPLENDffi EQUIP- 
MENT. THE FACT THAT IN SOME FREE UNIONS LOVE 
DIES PROVES NOTHING AGAINST THIS POSSIBILITY 
OF A FINER LOVE THROUGH A DIVORCE. THE DIS- 
SOLUTON OF MARRIAGE SHOULD BE MADE DEPEND- 
ENT UPON THE WILL OF ONE OF THE MARRIED PAIR." 
When this rotteness was discovered the women of North Da- 
kota flocked to the polls and as it were, scourged out the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, elected by the League 
and elected Miss Minnie J. Nielson, the Anti-League candi- 
date instead. This book also is but a sample of those passing 
through these libraries. What does any Christian minister or 
decent father and mother think about Ellen Keyes' love and 
ethics, standing in a library along beside Bebel's Book on 
Woman. Surely-we can say in the language of Shakespeare 
"0, shame, where is thy blush?" 


Q. "What evidence is there lhat 
Hie Non-Part isan 


League is working along the same lines as the Russian Bol- 
shevist • 


A. Cf course a large majority of our frimers who have 


joined the League had no idea what they were getting irvto. 
Some of them have found out, and have repudiated it with 
all their hearts. Some eminent Socialists have been in Europe 
particularly in Russia,'and have been studying up all the ALL- 
RUSSIAN-SOCIALIST-SOVIET-FEDERATION. We will fol- 
low the subject through logically, and find the analogy or 
similarity very quickly. We will let the English Socialist, 
Walling testify: What is Bolshevism? A. "It means the 
MAJORITY of Russia; it means the prolatariat; and it means 
that such prolatariat or wage earning class IS AND ALWAYS 
MUST BE THE MAJORITY." (Get that). This is the tes- 
timony of Soviet "Ambassador" Martens before the United 
States Senate_Committee. This definition is adopted by Wal- 
ling, as being his-conception of the meaning of the word. 
What is the Soviet? A. In brief, it means "A dictatorship 
of the prolatariat and the poorest peasantry. Russian Bolshe- 
vism is a method, a mode of action, a fighting machine." 


Q. Have they a "seriously undertaken program! 
A. No. Anything is undertaken that dispossess and if 


need be destroys the property class. A very true statement is 
made by DIE FRIEHEIT (German paper) which says: 
"PURITY OP PRINCD7LE IS FOR RUSSIA ONLY AN 
ARTICLE FOR EXPORTATION, THE BOLSHEVIST LEAD- 


ERS ALWAYS SEEK TO INTRODUCE ANARCHY IN THE 
WORLD." 


Q. What is the aim these Bolshevists expect to accom- 
plish ? 


A. This is WallingX answer: 
"THEY SERIOUSLY 


UNDERTAKE ONE THING ONLY—THE CAPTURING OF 
GOVERNMENTS BY THEIR SECT." (How true the League 
so far has followed the Russian form). Walling testifies 
further: 
"THE BOLSHEVIST TEACH NOTHING CON- 


SISTENTLY EXCEPT THEffi RULE THROUGH THE 
VD3T WHICH MAY MEAN ANY SOCIAL SYSTEM—OR 
MERE OPPORTUNISM AND CHAOS." (How close this is 
to the Non-Partisan League program.) Again Walling testi- 
fies: "THE BOLSHEVIKI, LDXE THE MOHAMEDIANS, 
KNOW 
THEIR SECT CAN THRIVE ONLY. WHILE 


SPREADING BY ARMS AND PROPAGANDA." ?How true 
the I. W. W. section of the League is to this form). 


Q. How does the Russian Soviet constitution treat re- 


ligion and the church? 


A. It denies to ministers of the gospel the right of vot- 


ing. It treats them as outlaws. It gives religion scant con- 
sideration, except when it makes it a vagabond on the face of 
the earth. In Russia the punishment metted out is very unusu- 
al in many cases. In some instances they stand the culprit up 
and pour water upon him in a frigid temperature and freeze 
him into a cake of ice. In some instances they bury'the cul- 
prit alive in the public gaze. There are authenticated records 
of such punishment being officially inflicted. 


Q. 
Is the League program consistent with the Socialist 


program relating to religion and the family life" 


A. Yes. How is this shown? 
We quote from a 


catechism printed and circulated by Socialists among a foreign 
population of New York City. The catechism asks and answers 
as follows: "What is God? A. God is a word used to desig- 
nate an imaginary being which people of themselves have de- 
sired. Q. Is it true that God has ever been revealed? 
A. 
As there is no God, he should not reveal himself. 


Q. Should be pray? A. We should not. Prayer is a waste 
of time, as there is no God. IF WE ARE GIVEN TO PRAY- 
ER WE GRADUALLY BECOME IMBECILES." (How true 
this is to form as circulated through the book of Upton Sin- 
clair.)

state? 


A. They first undertake to break down the family, which 


is the pattern of and the foundation of the civilized state. 


y. What does the*Socialist-So\iei-beairue authority say 


about it? 


A. Bebel, the High Priest of Socialism will testify: We 


quote from page 343 of his book on Woman, which is like a 
Bible to the orthodox Socialist, and the Socialists control the 
administration of the League. 
"Under- the proviso that he 


inflict injury upon none, the individual shall himself oversee 
the satisfaction of his own instincts. The satisfaction of the 
sexual instinct, is as much a private concern as the satisfac- 
tion of any other natural instinct. None is therefore ac- 
countable to others AND NO UNSOLICITED JUDGE MAY 
INTERFERE. How I shall eat, how I shall think, how I 
shall sleep, how I shall clothe myself, is my private affair. 
Exactly so, my intercourse with a person of the opposite sex." 
Ellen Keys' book says, that it js mors important to have strong 
children than to have legitimate children. All of this is a dis- 
tinct blow at the sanctity of the condemnation of every de- 
cent person everywhere. There is a railroad rule "In case of 
doubt, take the safe side." The voters of Wisconsin should 
abide by that rule, and vote against any and every man who 
has taken the League endorsement. 


Q. 
Let II. (i. Wells, another eminent Socialist testify 


about the family ideal? 


A. He says: 
"Socialism is the state family, the old 


family of. the individual must vanish. Socialism assails the 
triumphant system of the family." 
(Trie home of Naaareth 


with the family in it to be blotted out forever, as the hope of 
the world.) We could quote on ad infinitum. All of the fore- 
going is perfectly consistent with the teaching and practices 
of 
the 
All-Russian-Socialist-Soviet-Federation. The world 


knows now that their system is one of "COMMUNIZED 
WOMEN." They raise children under the same method that 
the slaveholder of the south once raised negroes. They raise 
children as they raise an animal. 


CONCLUSION: 


The League is a direct challenge to our American civiliza- 


tion. It is a direct threat against the final triumph of Chris- 
tian ideals. 


The only way an American can meet this challenge or 


this menace, is at the ballot, box. There are a number of true 
blue candidates that the League are out to defeat, and there 
are a number of candidates that the League has endorsed and 
is dead set on electing.
